
Big Rivers loses Alcan contract, 
local electricity rates to rise

The battle between Cen¬ 
tury Aluminum and Big Riv¬ 
ers Electric Cooperative 
over power costs took an¬ 
other turn last week when 
Rio Tinto Alcan, located in 
Sebree, KY. joined Century 
in notifying Big Rivers that 
the company plans to termi¬ 
nate its power contract with 
the utility in January of 2014. 
Big Rivers, with generating 
stations in Henderson, 
Centertown and Hawesville 
supplies all of the electricity 
to Kenergy Electric Coop¬ 
erative, Jackson Purchase 
Electric Cooperative, Meade 
County Rural Electric Coop¬ 
erative, Century Aluminum 
and Alcan. 

The problem with the 
cost of electricity started 
nearly two years ago when 
Century and Alcan ap¬ 
proached Big Rivers about 
reducing the rates charged 
to the two smelters. They 
wanted the rate reduction to 
improve their competitive 
position in the world market. 
Century and Alcan both pos¬ 
sess a power contract with 
Big Rivers at a certain rate. 
The arrangement worked 
well as long as the power 
sold on the open market was 
higher than the contract rate 
charged the smelters. 

Century and Alcan en¬ 
tered into talks with Big Riv¬ 


ers over rates because the 
cost of electricity on the 
open market dropped signifi¬ 
cantly over the past couple 
of years. Today, that electric¬ 
ity costs less than the con¬ 


tract rate these companies 
possess with Big Rivers. 

Last year Century paid 
approximately $50 per mega¬ 
watt hour for power, with the 
contract rate projected to 


rise higher over the next few 
years. By contrast, power on 
the open market trades for 
approximately $30 per mega¬ 
watt hour right now. 

Both smelters say no way 


exists for them to remain 
competitive with power in 
the $50 range. The compa¬ 
nies say to remain competi¬ 
tive, they need rates close to 
the national average of $35 


per megawatt hour. 

“We are sorry to hear 
this,” Marty Littrel, Big Riv¬ 
ers Communications and 
Community Relations Man¬ 
ager, said. “We feel we have 
been fortunate, and grateful, 
to have this business rela¬ 
tionship for 40 years, but Big 
Rivers and its members just 
are not able to deal with the 
smelters’ worldwide price 
problem. That is what this is 
all about.” 

As a small utility, Big Riv¬ 
ers lacks the customer base 
to lose two companies which 
consume 70-percent of the 
power its plants create. With 
the two smelters providing a 
notice of termination on 
their power contracts, Big 
Rivers must dramatically 
raise its rates to meet its fi¬ 
nancial obligations. 

“They account for $360 
million per year in sales,” 
Littrel said. “That is a big 
loss.” 

Century Aluminum 
alone uses 450 megawatts of 
electricity. As a comparison, 
the city of Henderson, Ky. 
uses about 100 megawatts of 
power. 

Concern exists for both 
smelters. The two plants em¬ 
ploy approximately 1,200 
people combined, if the two 
plants close it would devas¬ 
tate both communities and

McNeese probation revoked 
during motion day proceedings

Hancock County Circuit 
Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch revoked Marcus B. 
McNeese’s probation, and 
ordered him to serve the re¬ 
mainder of his two year term 
in the custody of the state 
department of corrections. 
Dortch revoked McNeese’s 
probation during motion day 
proceedings at the Hancock 
County Judicial Center on 
Friday, February 1. 

According to information 
in his file, McNeese commit¬ 
ted the offense that led to his 
revocation in late December. 
McNeese, as part of his al¬ 
ternative sentencing on a 
charge of unlawful transac¬ 
tion with a minor-second de¬ 


gree, participated in a work 
release program. Officials 
with the work release pro¬ 
gram drug tested McNeese, 
and he tested positive for 
marijuana. According to in¬ 
formation in the file, Mc¬ 
Neese admitted to smoking 
marijuana at his place of em¬ 
ployment during his work re¬ 
lease times. 

McNeese’s case began in 
October of 2010 when the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted him on a charge of 
sexual abuse in the first de¬ 
gree. The Grand Jury ac¬ 
cused McNeese of inappro¬ 
priately touching a juvenile 
female on her private areas. 
The state amended the 
charge to unlawful transac¬ 


tion with a minor-second de¬ 
gree, and sentenced him to 
two years in jail. In Novem¬ 
ber of 2012 the court granted 
McNeese probation, and 
gave him a 12 month alter¬ 
native sentence. 

Purgerson fails to appear 

Hancock County Circuit 
Court issued a bench war¬ 
rant for Gregory Purgerson 
for failing to appear in court 
on February 1. Purgerson 
was to appear in court on a 
theft by deception including 
cold checks over $300 
charge. He stands accused 
of committing the act in June 
of 2003. 

Case against McCarty dis¬ 
missed 

Hancock County Circuit 


Court dismissed the drug 
case against Jonathan 
McCarty of Cloverport. 
McCarty met all of the terms 
imposed upon him by the 
court system as part of his 
diversion sentence. 

In July of 2007 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury ac¬ 
cused McCarty of posses¬ 
sion of a controlled sub¬ 
stance in the first degree, 
and possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. The Grand Jury 
accused him of committing 
the offenses in April of 2007. 

The court granted proba¬ 
tion on the drug parapherna¬ 
lia charge, and pretrial diver¬ 
sion on the possession of a 
controlled substance charge, 
for a period of five years. 


Fire destroys 
Estes home

A fire Sunday, shortly 
after noon, destroyed the 
Kim Estes home at 3012 
state Route 271 south. 
Units from both Lewisport 
and Hawesville responded 
to the scene. 

“It was a typical fire,” 
Hawesville Fire Chief Matt 
Husk said. “It was about 
half involved when we got 
on scene.” 

With the blaze being in 
very advanced stages when 
firefighters arrived, Husk 
said they made the deci¬ 
sion to fight the fire from 
outside the home. He said 
they could do nothing to 
save the home. 

‘The structure was too 
unstable to go inside,” 
Husk said. 


Husk said it took crews 
about 45 minutes to gain 
control of the fire, and 
crews stayed on scene for 
a total of four hours battling 
the blaze. 

Two fire engines stayed 
on scene during the dura¬ 
tion of the fire pumping 
water, while other trucks 
from both Lewisport and 
Hawesville shuttled water 
to the scene. It is normal 
procedure to shuttle water 
to a fire in rural parts of the 
county. 

At the time of the fire, 
no one was home. Estes 
lost everything in the blaze, 
Husk said. He said investi¬ 
gators continue to look into 
the cause of the blaze. 

“No cause has been de¬ 
termined yet,” Husk said.

Dear Editor, 

As nurse practitioners 
working in every corner of 
Kentucky, we are keenly 
aware of what goes into the 
state’s dire health statistics. 
Nationally, Kentucky ranks 
among the worst in diabetes, 
obesity and cancer, and to¬ 
wards the bottom in the num¬ 
ber of primary care physicians 
practicing in the state. That’s 
a bad combination. 

In fact, in many of our 
state’s 87 medically 
underserved areas, a nurse 
practitioner or nurse midwife 
is the only full-time primary 
care provider. In light of these 
facts, we should be doing ev¬ 
erything we can to expand 
and improve access to 
healthcare. 

Instead, a paperwork re¬ 
quirement is aggravating the 
shortage. In order to write 
prescriptions for routine 
medications, nurse practitio¬ 
ners must have a prescribing 
agreement with a physician. 
It’s a piece of paper that sits 
in a file in a drawer. The 
agreement doesn’t require 
the physician to see our pa¬ 
tients, consult with us or be 
liable for patient care. 

The problem? Without 
that signed piece of paper, we 
can’t prescribe the most ba¬ 
sic medications, leaving pa¬ 
tients without the care they 
need. With an unblemished, 
17-year track record of appro¬ 
priate prescribing, we believe 
this paperwork obstacle 
should be removed. 

Please ask your legisla¬ 


tors to support Senate Bill 51 
to remove this paperwork 
requirement and improve 
Kentuckian’s access to health 
care.

surrounding counties. 

Several reasons exist for 
the breakdown in talks be¬ 
tween the two smelters and 
Big Rivers. As a not-for-profit 
utility, the PSC requires the 
utility to make $4.6 million per 
year over expenses to meet its 
financial obligations. Accord¬ 
ing to information provided by 
Big Rivers, in 2011 the com¬ 
pany made a margin of just 
over $5 million. 

As a not-for-profit, Big Riv¬ 
ers possesses little room to 
maneuver on its power rates. 
Several factors go into the 
utility’s rates, with the biggest 
ones being the cost of coal, 
fixed costs to operate the 
plants and labor. Big Rivers 
also possesses approximately 
$700 million in debt, but this 
accounts for about $4 of the 
rate charged to the smelters. 
For its part Big Rivers said the 
amount it charges the smelt¬ 
ers basically reflects the price 
it costs the utility to make 
power. 

Earlier this year, Big Riv¬ 
ers Electric Cooperative filed 
a rate case before the Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service Com¬ 
mission asking for a 19-per¬ 
cent increase in residential 
rates, and a 17-percent in¬ 
crease for large industrial 
customers. The new residen¬ 
tial rate proposed by Big Riv¬ 
ers increases the average 
customer’s bill by $24 per 
month, which provides the 
utility an additional $74 mil¬ 
lion per year in revenue. 

Currently, the average 
Kenergy customer, figured 
using 1,000 kilowatts per 
month used, pays approxi¬ 
mately $89 per month for 
electricity. The first proposed

increase raised the monthly 
amount to $113 per month. 
For comparison, across the 
river in Tell City, Ind. the av¬ 
erage customer pays $91 per 
month. 

The utility filed this case 
in response to Century Alu¬ 
minum terminating its power 
contract with Big Rivers. Rio 
Tinto terminating its power 
contract dramatically 
changes the equation. 

‘There is still a whole lot 
of exploring we have to do on 
the physical, legal and finan¬ 
cial questions regarding this 
(notice),” Littrel said. “We 
will immediately begin ef¬ 
forts to make amendments to 
the rate filing.” 

Late last year, Big Rivers 
explored the possibility of los¬ 
ing both Century and Alcan. 
At that time the utility esti¬ 
mated the rate increase on 
residential customers at 34- 
percent range, and 46-percent 
for large industrial customers. 

“Hopefully we can beat 
those numbers,” Littrel said. 

Littrel said he expected 
the company to amend the 
filing to reflect additional rev¬ 
enue needed to offset the loss 
of the two smelters at $104 
million. He expects the util¬ 
ity to idle some of its gener¬ 
ating facilities to make up the 
rest of the difference. 

“It is a sad situation to be 
in,” Littrel said. “We are put¬ 
ting all our efforts into eco¬ 
nomic development, and sell¬ 
ing our power to other utili¬ 
ties.” 

Background 

The steps to terminate 
their power contracts culmi¬ 
nates a nearly two year pro¬ 
cess by the smelters to find 
less expensive power. In

2009, these companies 
signed a long term power 
contract with Big Rivers. The 
contract runs until 2023. 

The power contract 
signed in 2009 came about 
due to the high cost of elec¬ 
tricity the smelters paid sev¬ 
eral years ago. At that time, 
Big Rivers did not control its 
power plants, but leased 
them to E.ON and this com¬ 
pany provided power to Big 
Rivers. The lease arrange¬ 
ment arose in the mid-1990s 
when Big Rivers declared 
bankruptcy. 

“The way the deal worked 
was they (E.ON) provided 
the power to the smelters and 
they promised Big Rivers a 
certain amount of electricity 
for the residential and large 
industrial loads,” Littrel said. 
“It was a really good deal for 
us because we had a guaran¬ 
teed rate.” 

At that time, the two 
smelters received a blended 
rate. About 80-percent of 
their power came from the 
Big Rivers power plants, and 
20-percent came from the 
open market. The open mar¬ 
ket rate at that time was 
much higher than the con¬ 
tract rate. 

When the situation re¬ 
versed, the smelters asked 
for rate relief. According to 
Big Rivers, the two smelters 
asked for rate relief totaling 
$110 million. Littrel said 
while the loss of the smelters 
causes rates to rise dramati¬ 
cally, granting the $110 mil¬ 
lion in rate relief the two 
smelters requested resulted 
in an even greater rise in 
power costs to consumers. 
He said no easy answer ex¬ 
isted to the current situation. 

“We tried to pick the 
lesser of two evils,” Littrel 
said. 

When the price of alumi¬ 
num bottomed out, Century 
lost approximately $1 million 
per week. While not an exact 
figure, Century needs the 
price of aluminum to be 
$2,000 per ton to break even. 

In late September alumi¬ 
num prices started a recovery, 
and rose to almost $2,200 per 
ton, dropped below $2,000 per 


ton in November, rose back up 
slightly in December and con¬ 
tinues to trade in the $2,000 
per ton range. 

When Century gave no¬ 
tice to Big Rivers that it 
planned to terminate its 
power contract effective in 
August of 2013, the company 
mentioned the option of pur¬ 
chasing power on the open 
market for several years. 
Such a move requires ap¬ 
proval of the PSC, as well as 
figuring out the technical 
hurdles that exist to get the 
power to Century. 

“We are in a race against 
time now,” Littrel said. “Get¬ 
ting power from the open 
market is not as simple as it 
sounds. There are a lot of 
things we need to do, there 
is a lot of planning.” 

Some people question 
why the smelters simply do 
not raise their prices to com¬ 
pensate for higher electricity 
rates. Unlike most busi¬ 
nesses, the smelters lack the 
ability to just raise prices be¬ 
cause they actually produce 
a commodity. Aluminum 
trades on the London Metal 
Exchange, which sets the 
price for aluminum. As such, 
it experiences wild swings in 
price. 

According to the London 
Metal Exchange website, in 
January of 2012 aluminum 
traded for $2,000 per ton, 
rose as high as $2,300 per ton 
in March, but started a nose¬ 
dive that month. The price 
bottomed out at $1,800 per 
ton in August. 

Big Rivers provides elec¬ 
tricity to Kenergy, the co-op 
that provides electricity to 
Hancock County, Jackson 
Purchase Energy Coopera¬ 
tive and Meade County Rural 
Electric Cooperative. These 
three cooperatives serve ap¬ 
proximately 112,000 people 
and 20 large industrial cus¬ 
tomers in 26 Western Ken¬ 
tucky counties. These utili¬ 
ties filed to be a part of the 
latest rate case before the 
PSC in order to ensure that 
customers of one cooperative 
do not share a disproportion¬ 
ate share of the rate in¬ 
creases.

OWENSBORO, Ky. (AP) 
_ A rusting a faded bridge 
that connects Owensboro, 
Ky., to southern Indiana 
will close for around six 
months while it is painted. 

The Messenger-Inquirer 
(http://bit.ly/HGcb7U) 
reports Owensboro Mayor 
Ron Payne made the an¬ 
nouncement Monday dur¬ 
ing a speech at the 
Owensboro-Daviess 
County Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. 

Payne said the $17 mil¬ 
lion paint job for the Glover 
H. Cary Bridge, known 
simply as the “blue bridge,” 
would take up to two years 
if a lane is kept open for 
traffic, so officials decided 
to close it and get the job 
done quicker. He said the 
bridge would close in May 
after the International Bar- 
B-Q Festival and wouldn’t 
“until they get it finished,” 
which is expected to hap¬ 
pen by November. 

“I kind of like that,” 
Payne said of the shorter 
schedule. “Knock it out all 
at one time.” 

Officials announced late 
last year that the bridge 
would be painted in 2013. 

A Transportation Cabi¬ 


net official said Monday 
that a contractor was ex¬ 
pected to be named this 
month. 

The bridge was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to be 
painted in about four years, 
but the project was fast- 
tracked due to efforts by 
State Rep. Tommy Thomp¬ 
son, a Philpot Democrat, 
and State Sen. Joe Bowen, 
an Owensboro Republican.

Have you ever faced any 
real adversity in your life? If 
you have, then I invite you to 
come along with me as I 
share some thoughts that 
may help you in some way, 
and may even help you gain 
perspective. 

First, let’s make sure we 
are speaking the same lan¬ 
guage. The dictionary says 
that adversity is “A condition 
of hardship or affliction.” At 
this point it might help if I re¬ 
phrase that first question. 
Have you ever, or are you 
now, facing some type of 
hardship? We also need to 
understand that hardship is 
really a condition that is 
brought about because of 
circumstances, while afflic¬ 
tion has more to do with a 
condition that affects the 
body or the mind. For ex¬ 
ample, a person is afflicted 
with a disease or handicap of 
some kind, and it usually is 
brought about through no 
fault of his or her own. 

Now, allow me to give you 
some examples of hardship. 
Some time back we had a 
once-in-a-century hurricane 
named Sandy that hit the en¬ 
tire Northeastern part of our 
country, involving about 20 
states. Most of us in other 
parts of the country, includ¬ 
ing yours truly, were deeply 
saddened by the plight of 
millions of our fellow citizens 
who were without power, 
food, water, heat and other 
bare essentials for weeks on 
end. Worse still were thou¬ 
sands of others who had the 
complete loss of their homes 
and other possessions that 
took them a lifetime to accu¬ 
mulate. These people were 
suffering a severe hardship 
through no fault of their 
own. It was created by a 
natural disaster. 

One thing this hurricane 
did that will impact future 
generations is that it ex¬ 
posed the lack of preparation 



and planning of local power 
companies and other gov¬ 
ernment agencies that were 
ill equipped to deal with the 
problems the storm created. 
History is replete with other 
examples of natural disas¬ 
ters that caused widespread 
hardship for people who 
were simply victims who had 
nothing to do with the hard¬ 
ships they faced. 

Apart from this are other 
hardships that we bring on 
ourselves. This is where I 
want to spend the remainder 
of our space, because these 
are hardships that we can do 
something about. It is not 
that we have hardships, be¬ 
cause we all have those, it is 
how we deal with them that 
makes the difference. There 
is a sad ending for many

If any of you, dear readers, 
are going through the fire of 
adversity because of choices 
and actions you have made, 
just realize that you are not 
alone. We all have adversity 
in our lives. Next, we can 
never be defeated if we take 
the long-range view. We 
should look to the future with 
hope and optimism and asso¬ 
ciate with positive people who 
will encourage us. We should 
also read positive books that 
serve to build us up and encour¬ 
age us, along with offering a 
plan to turn our lives around 
and head in the right direction. 

And here is what works 
best for me when I face a 
hardship. My deep faith in 
God and just knowing that 
He loves me puts a spring in 
my step and a smile on my 
face that gives me to courage 
to fight another day.

The Family 
Doctor’s 
Corner 


This week I want to write 
about a problem that affects 
many, and it’s called Anxiety 
Disorder in medicine. It’s 
when a person tends to be¬ 
come excessively nervous 
and this interferes with nor¬ 
mal daily activities. Some¬ 
times anxiety can be a natu¬ 
ral, beneficial reaction to 
stress or danger. Under nor¬ 
mal circumstances, anxiety 
diminishes or goes away 
when the stressful situation 
ends. But for some people, 
anxiety persists and serves 
no constructive purpose. In 
a more serious generalized 
anxiety disorder, a person 
experiences excessive, pro¬ 
longed worry over everyday 
concerns, such as job re¬ 
sponsibilities, health or fam¬ 
ily well-being, or even minor 
matters, such as household 
chores or personal appear¬ 
ance. 

Along with worry itself, a 
prolonged generalized anxi¬ 
ety disorder may produce 
such physical symptoms as 
heart palpitations, sweating, 
headaches, and nausea. In 
addition, long standing anxi¬ 
ety may impair concentra¬ 
tion, memory, decision-mak¬ 
ing ability, and social func¬ 
tioning. It may also interfere 
with maintaining intimate 
relationships or working. 

Serious anxiety is the 
most common nervous dis¬ 
order, affecting 2 to 3 per¬ 
cent of the population. Most 
people with it first have 
symptoms during young 
adulthood, though it may 
start at any age, and the dis¬ 
order is slightly more preva¬ 
lent among women. In gen¬ 
eral, symptoms of an anxiety 
disorder will show excessive 
nervousness or worry that is 
not in proportion to the situ-

ation involved. It can cause 
impaired concentration that 
makes one have a decreased 
attention span. Physical 
symptoms can include heart 
palpitations, profuse sweat¬ 
ing, headaches, and even 
nausea. The cause of gener¬ 
alized anxiety disorder is 
unknown but some think a 
brain chemical may play a 
role. Environmental factors 
in the home or work place 
may also be involved. 

Various drugs or chemi¬ 
cal substances can trigger 
anxiety. These include caf¬ 
feine, and even nonprescrip¬ 
tion decongestants and cold 
remedies in some cases. 
Also, thyroid hormones and 
inhaled asthma drugs can 
cause it. Anxiety also accom¬ 
panies withdrawal from caf¬ 
feine, alcohol, tobacco, seda¬ 
tives, narcotics and other ad¬ 
dictive drugs. Realizing that 
you have an anxiety disorder 
is often difficult, and doctors 
trying to help you look for 
signs and symptoms. A 
physical examination, in¬ 
cluding certain blood tests, 
may help rule out underlying 
causes of anxiety or other 
disorders, such as asthma, 
heart attack, overactive thy¬ 
roid, or certain vitamin defi¬ 
ciencies that mimic its symp¬ 
toms. 

Medical treatment of pro¬ 
longed anxiety disorder may 
help prevent future epi¬ 
sodes. There are various 
types of medications that are 
helpful. Short-term treat¬ 
ment often involves the use 
of such drugs as Valium, 
Xanax, and Librium. These 
are quite helpful, but long 
term use will often lead to de¬ 


pendence. In other cases, an¬ 
tidepressant medications are 
the doctor’s choice. They are 
sometimes needed when de¬ 
pression is a major symptom 
with the anxiety problem. 
Zoloft, Paxil, and Lexapro 
are a few such examples. 

Psychotherapy, however, 
is one of the most helpful 
anxiety/depression treat¬ 
ments. It is often used in con¬ 
junction with medication, 
lifestyle changes, and other 
therapies. This involves talk¬ 
ing to a trained professional, 
like those in the Tranquility 
Program at Breckinridge 
Health Inc. in Hardinsburg. 
These people are trained 
very well to help anxiety/ 
depression.

I love the movie “Hoo- 
siers”; it’s probably my all- 
time favorite film. My enjoy¬ 
ment of it probably has to do 
with our liking stories of the 
underdog coming out on top. 
It’s the classic tale of the tiny 
Hickory High School Huck¬ 
sters basketball team beat¬ 
ing the big school for the In¬ 
diana State Championship.

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Chance Hamilton 
signs baseball pact 
with Rend Lake

Hancock County baseball 
stand-out Chance Hamilton 
has accepted a scholarship 
offer and will play for the 
Rend Lake College Warriors 
at Ina, Illinois this fall. 

“I’ve 
dreamed about 
playing in col¬ 
lege ever since I 
was a kid — 
that’s probably 
the main reason 
I wanted to play 
baseball, to pay 
for my educa¬ 
tion,” Hamilton 


said. 

Hamilton, a 
5-10,175-pound short stop, 
led the Hornets with a .420 
batting average last spring.

Hamilton was a three¬ 
time selection to the Ken¬ 
tucky All-Star Team, as 
well as being voted All-Re¬ 
gion during his junior and 
senior years at HCHS.

Rend Lake coach Tony 
Etnier has high hopes for his 
most recent signee.

His defen¬ 
sive skills will allow him to 
compete in the field for 
(playing) time, but his bat 
is what makes him a stand¬ 
out player. Chance has a 
short direct swing with 
some pop that will allow 
him to hit top level pitch¬ 
ing right away.”

Winter and early spring 
pruning tips

As spring approaches, 
many homeowners begin to 
think about their yard’s land¬ 
scape. The winter months 
can be damaging to trees 
and shrubs. To ensure 
healthy spring plants, 
homeowners may want to 
prune the trees and shrubs 
around their home. But do 
not just prune for the sake 
of pruning, make sure you 
have a valid reason for prun¬ 
ing before you begin. 

Pruning during the late 
winter months allows for the 
removal of damage caused 
by winter winds and precipi¬ 
tation. The wounds caused 
by pruning heal most 
quickly this time of year just 
as new growth is emerging 
on the plant. 

Pruning also allows re¬ 
moval of diseased, crowded 
or hazardous branches. 
When pruning trees, the size 
of the tree does not need to 
be reduced too much in one 
season. Limit the pruning 
amount to one-fourth of the 
tree’s volume. Start by thin¬ 
ning out branches by cutting 
them off close to the tree’s 
trunk or a large limb. 

Leave the base of the 
branch, known as the collar, 
intact. Cutting the collar will 
prevent the plant from grow¬ 
ing over the wound caused 
from pruning. Pruning in 
this manner allows for a 
healthy tree that is more 
open to sunlight and air 
movement. If the branch is 
cut back only part way, there 
will likely be a crowded re¬ 


growth of new branches 
where the cut was made. Do 
not seal or paint the wounds 
resulting from pruning be¬ 
cause this will only delay the 
tree’s healing process. 

With spring-flowering 
shrubs, rejuvenation prun¬ 
ing may be needed, and the 
time to prune is fast ap¬ 
proaching. The best time to 
prune these plants is right 
after they have flowered. If 
the shrub is pruned before 
it blooms, the buds have 
been removed before their 
flowers were enjoyed. When 
pruning is done after bloom¬ 
ing, the flowers will have 
been enjoyed, and the plant 
can recover, grow and pro¬ 
duce more buds for flowers 
next spring. 

Rejuvenation pruning re¬ 
moves one-third of the 
shrub’s oldest growth. This 
pruning entails selecting the 
thickest, darkest and un- 
healthiest stems or branches 
and cutting them 
back. Stems should be cut 
back to soil level and 
branches to the point of in¬ 
tersection with the shrub’s 
main trunk. This ensures 
that only the youngest, most 
productive wood (that which 
produces the most/best 
flowers) remains a part of 
the shrub. Shrubs that will 
bloom during the summer 
months can also be pruned 
during the early spring. 

Pruning is not limited to 
a certain time of year. 
Homeowners can prune at 
any time if they notice 
branches and limbs that are 
damaged either from 
weather, disease or 
insects. Pruning is invigorat¬ 
ing for the plants in a home 
landscape so one should not 
necessarily think of pruning 
as a means of size control. If 
you have a plant that has 
grown out-of-bounds, prun¬ 
ing may not be the answer - 
you may need to consider 
replacing the plant with one 
that will reach a smaller size 


at maturity. 

The Kentucky Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service’s 
online data base, http:// 
www.GardenData.org . can 
answer many of your prun¬ 
ing and other gardening and 
landscape questions.

Utility to 
pay penalty 
after house 
explosion 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
_ A Louisville utility has 
agreed to pay a $125,000 
penalty to settle allegations 
by the Public Service Com¬ 
mission of safety violations 
after a house explosion. 

The PSC said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday that it has 
suspended another 
$125,000 in penalties 
against LG&E while it com- 
pletes several require¬ 
ments in the settlement 
agreement. The PSC says 
it is the largest penalty it 
has assessed in a safety 
case. The violations alleged 
problems with LG&E’s 
emergency response and 
gas line pressure. 

No people were seri¬ 
ously injured in the 2011 
explosion, but a dog in the 
home was killed and 
nearby property was dam¬ 
aged. 

After the explosion, fire 
investigators determined 
that a water leak put a hole 
in a gas main, causing gas 
to leak. The cause of the 
water leak hasn’t been de¬ 
termined.
